MR. ALTER: May we approach the bench? 
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(At the side bar.) 

MR. ALTER: Your Honor, I am concerned 

that the recitation as to the contents of these docu¬ 
ments goes far beyond the scope of the witness' testimony. 
The witness’ testimony dealt with traffic either originat¬ 
ing or terminating in San Antonio and the witness' testi¬ 
mony dealt with names and assumed names of certain 
alleged co-conspirators, if you will. 

This recitation has names to which no testi¬ 
mony has been received, no identification, and further¬ 
more there are destinations which have not been testi¬ 
fied to. 

MR. BELLER: He testified that these names 

on the tickets are false names used by Ortega and 
Baeza, people in Ortega's group. 

MR. ALTER: The name Perez — 

THE COURT: He is talking about travel 

to Santa Domingo. 

MR. ALTER: I am not interested about Chicago, 

Mexico City or any other point than the testimony. 

MR. BELLER: The tickets were offered. 

Mr. Perez has testified these were tickets issued by 
him to Ortega and his group to travel to San Antonio. 

Some were to Austin and presumablv there were other tickets. 
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THP. COURT: You can ask on cross examina¬ 

tion. 

MR. PANZER: You are not qoing to object 

on this on cross examination.

MR. BELLER: It's in evidence. 

MR. ALTER: To me it is just another 

name. I don't know if it is the same one. If it 
is I certainly wouldn't raise the question, but I have 
no way of knowinq.

0 And where would vou m^et with him? 

A At my office. 
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0 What did he say after each of these trips? 

MR. ALTERs Objection. There is no evi¬ 
dence any trips vere taken, only that tickets were issued. 

MR. BELLER: I thought we cured that. 

I will have to do it again. 

0 I don't know whether I asked you with respect 
to 7 to 20. Had you ever received information from 
the airlines requesting a call back on the commission 
issued for any of these tickets? 

A Ho. 

0 After each of these flights and after each 

of these trins, when you met Orteqa in your office, what 
did he say to you and what did you say to him? 

A Four or five days after each of those trips 
he would come to my office, always with a small suit¬ 
case with money — not a small suitcase, a large brief¬ 
case with more than 150,000, 170, 175 thousand dol¬ 
lars in minor denominations. He would communicate 
to me that everything on the trip had come out all 
right, that they had brought 30 and 40 kilos of heroin. 

0 What did he ask you to do with the money, 

if anything? 

A The same as before, to change them from bills 
of small denominations into $100 bills. 
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Q And did you do that? 

A Yes. 

0 Durinq this period of time did you have a 
meeting with Esther Sierra? 

A Yes. 

0 When was that? 

A On one of the trips which Ortega was making 
to San Antonio he said he was taking Esther Sierra in 
order to awaking less suspicion and that she in her turn 
would bring druqs with her. 

0 Did vou actually meet her? 

A Yes. 

Q Where was that? 

A At my office. 

0 Did Esther Sierra ever purchase tickets 

from you? 

A Yes. 

0 I show vou Government's Exhibits 21A and 

21B for identification. Can you identify those exhi¬ 
bits? 

A Yes. 

0 What are they? 

A Tickets made up in mv handwriting from 

New York to Geneva in the name of Esther Sierra and 
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Ravmond Mindaa. 

0 To whom were those tickets issued? 

A To Orteqa. He presented himself in my 
office with Miss Esther Sierra. 

Q Did you have a discussion with Orteqa as 
to the name Raymond Mindaa? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you subsequently learn who Raymond Mindaa 

was? 

A Yes. 

0 Who? 

A Jose Jiminez Centor. 

MR. BELLER: Your Honor, at this time the 

qovernment offers Exhibits 21A and 21B in evidence. 

VOIP. DIRE EXAMINATION 
BY MR. ALTER: 

0 One of these documents appears to be marked 

"Void." It is the third ticket on Government's Exhibit 
21A. 

Would you have any explanation as to whv 
it was voided? 

A If vou show it to me I will let^u know. 

MR. ALTER: Mav I approach the witness, 

vour Honor. 
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THE COURT: Yes. 

A Yes. 

0 Would vou please tell me what that means, 

"void"? 

THE COURT: Sneak in English. 

A The third ticket was Void because the first 

one he made the reservation. He said he wants 

to travel to Geneva via Pan American and then 
decide since the Frenchman, the Spanish-Frenchman has 
ticket for Swissair, she must be traveling together on 
the Swissair and no Pan American. That is the reason 

whv the Pan American ticket is void. If vou can see 
that ticket the Frenchman and Centor is traveling Swiss¬ 
air. 

0 Is this your handwriting that sav9 "void"? 

A Yes. 

0 There is a ticket here that would appear 

to me to be the passenger's copv. Can you see from 
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the United States she has Swiss, Swissair ticket for 
Pan American and that is what shows here. 

Q And this ticket was issued abroad? 

A Yes. You can see the Pan American ticket 

there. 

0 How does it come from your records if it 
was issued in another country? 

A I don't know. I believe Esther Sierra 

give it to the government. I don’t know. 

MR. PANZER: I didn't hear. 

O Would you repeat your answer, please. 

A I believe that was obtained — was given 

to Esther Sierra from the government. 

MR. ALTER: Mav I approach the bench? 

MR. BELLER: I didn't hear the last word. 

THE COURT: I believe that was given by 

Swissair to the government. 

THE WITNESS: No, by Esther Sierra. 

(At the side bar.) 

MR. ALTER: I have been under the im¬ 

pression everv exhibit relating to air travel came from 
the witness. I believe this came from somebodv not 
present, can't be .estimonv about it, and I believe this 
passed as his. I ask that it be identified as coming 
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from the witness or be stricken as irrelevant and im¬ 
material. 

THE COURT: Not irrelevant and immaterial. 

He savs he doesn't have this in his records. 

MR. BELLER: This says Worldwide Tours 

here. 

MR. ALTER: This is a rewrite originating 

in a foreign country. 

THE COURT: It can't be that. His 

testimony was it was issued — 

MR. BELLER: My feeling is she mav have 

had a Pan American ticket which was exchanged for a 
Swissair ticket. 

MR. PANZER: That is not his testimony. 

THE COURT: The testimony is not clear 

at the moment. Trv to straighten it out. 

(In open court.) 

DIRECT EXAMINATION CONTINUED 
BY MR. BELLER: 

Q Mr. Perez, I show vou Exhibit 21B. This 

is a Pan American Picket, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

0 And it is a ticket ir. the name of E. Sierra, 

Geneva-Barcelona-New York, and I call your attention 
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to a section in this ticket which says "Ticket designator 
and tour code." Would vou read what it savs there? 

A Well, that show bv the ticket — the 

original ticket was issued, the ticket number I believe 
match with the other ticket and the agent and the 
date and place of issue of ticket. 

0 What is the significance of the notation 

"Via Worldwide Tours"? 

A That original ticket was issued by Via World¬ 

wide Tours and he was returning that /issair ticket 
to — in order to get the Pan American ticket, so it 
was given credit for the monev she has paid there and 
since she was traveling from Geneva to Barcelona I think 
that is the fare. So that is why Pan American was 
collecting money for her ticket. 

0 I believe vou testified that Mindaa had a 

Swissair ticket, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

0 And Ortega wanted Miss Sierra to travel on 

Swissair, is that correct? 

A That's correct. 

0 And she had a Pan American ticket? 

A Wo, she had — in the beginnina I issued 

a Pan American ticket and that one was marked void and 
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then must be traveling toqether with Centor. 

0 On Swissair, is that correct? 

A That's correct. 

r But that is a Pan American ticket? 

A That is a return ticket after she has arrived 
in Geneva, she decided to qo to Barcelona and from 
Barcelona to New York. 

0 Well, the indication "Worldwide Tours," 

does that indicate that you wrote out this ticket? 

A Yes, that ticket match this ticket, matching 
the ticket. You see, the number should be the number 
there matching this ticket. 

o You are referring to the number oriqinally 
issued against, is that correct? 

A That's right. 

0 And the number there is — would vou read 

that number, olease? 

A Is 026290058854. 

0 And that matches this ticket? 

A That's correct. 

O No. 2 in 21A, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

0 The ticket in 21B was issued to replace the 
ticket for the second one in 21A, is that correct? 
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A Yes. 

0 Did you write out that ticket? 

A That — let me see this ticket. 

0 No, this ticket, 21B. 

A No, that was issued in Barcelona.

0 Who else was present, do you remember? 

A Ortega. 

Q Did you have a conversation at that time? 


A Yes. 

0 What was said and by whom? 

A Ortega introduced me again to Muzy the word 

introduced is not correct becausehe had been introduced 
before. 

He came to my office with Muzy and said to me 
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they were expecting a large shipment. 

0 Was there any other conversation, do you recall? 

A He asked m** to obtain from Muzy an extension 

of time throuqh the Department of immigration. 
q Were you successful? 

A Not exactly. I didn't manage to receive it 

because another address outside of that of my office was 
used or outside of Muzy's address and it was returned by 
the post office to the Department of Immigration. 

q Did there come a time when you discussed with 

Ortega the arrival of a new load? 

A Yes. 

q Will you tell the jury where that conversation 

took place and who said what? 

A About four or five weeks later Orteaa told me 

that tha shipment had arrived, that there had been 70 kilos 
of heroin which had arrived in Citroen car and which had 
been dismantled in a house on 48th Street in New Jersey 
adn the next day he brouqht me some $300,000 to change. 

q Did Ortega discuss with you what had been done 

with that shipment of heroin? 

h yes. He said to me that it had b*en, that 

the whole shipment had beer, delivered to Tony the Italian 
and that it had been delivered to Tony by orteqa, Vidal and 
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0 Did you go with him to the airport? 

A Correct. 

Q What happened there? 

A We were called to the Department of Immigration 

by an inspector of the Department of Immigration but I was 
able to justify that the extension of time had been sent 
by the Department of Immigration but it had not been 
received. 

0 Did Mr. Muzy speak English? 

A No, French and Spanish. 

MR. BF.LLER: At this time the Government offers 
Exhibit 29 for identification in evidence. 

MR. ALTER: Same objection. 

MR. PANZER: May I see 29? 

(Exhibit handed to counsel.) 

THE COURT: Received. 

(Government's Exhibit 29 for identification 
was received in evidence-.) 

(Exhibit read.) 

0 Mr. Perez, you testified that Ortega told you 

that the 70-kilo shipment of heroin was delivered by Vial 
and one of the Italians. Did you ever meet Tony the 

Italian before? 

A Yes. 
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Q Where as that? 

A In March 1970. 

0 I think I asked you where? 

A At my office. 

Q I show you Government's Exhibit 30 for identi 

fication. 

Can you identify that exhibit? 


A Yes. 

Q What is it? 

A Anthony Stanzione, known to me as Tony the 

Italian. 

MR. BELLER: At this time, your Honor, the Gov¬ 
ernment offers Exhibit 30 in evidence. 

There is a stipulation that the man known as 
Tony the Italian in the photo is Anthony Stanzione. 

THE COURT: Received. 

(Government's Exhibit 30 for identification 


was received in evidence.) 

(Exhibit handed to jury.) 

Q I believe You testified that the first time you 

met Tony Stanzione was in March of 1970 in your office; 


is that correct? 

A Yes. 

q Will you tell the jury the circumstances under 
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which you met Tony Stanzione? 

A Anthony Stanzione was introduced in my office 

to me by a client by the name of Vincente Ortiz. 

Q How do you know Vincente Ortiz? 

A I had known him since 1963 or 1964. 

0 Did he have a nickname? 

A Yes, Cuciacaca. 

Q Had you had any prior dealings with Mr. Ortiz? 

# 

A Yes. 

q Will you tell the jury what those were? 

A In 1965 he came to my office with another person 

named Fernandez and he proposed to me was I interested in 
bringing drugs from Mexico. I answered yes. 

And he explained to me if I brought them he woul< 

pay me $3000 per kilo. 

0 Did you do that? 


Yes. 


q Explain to the what you did with respect to this 

transaction? 

A in 1965 I went to Mexico, I saw Fernandez who 

moved from New York tc Mexico. He agreed to give me a 

suitcase with two and a half kilos of drugs. 

He didn't have the suitcase ready and he said 

to me the only way that I could bring it would be on my 
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person. I accepted that and I brought on my person two 
and a half kilos of I think cocaine or heroin for which I 


was paid $7000.

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To whom did you deliver the drugs? 

I delivered the two and a half kilos to 


Vincente Ortiz. 

0 How much were vou paid? 

A $7000. 

O Did vou undertake another transaction for 

Ortiz involving narcotics? 

A That's correct. While in Mexico I ran 

into a friend of mv wife's. His name, Roberto Franco, 

He was desperate for money and he asked me whether I 
had something for him to do, and I explained to him 
yes, that ne could earn some money brinqinq druqs from 
Mexico up here. He accepted that. And approxi¬ 

mated after mv first trio he came with two kilos on 


his person. 


Were vou paid for that trip as well? 


Correct, 


I was paid $6000, of which I 


paid 2000 to Franco and I remained with 4000. 

O Who paid you for the trin? 

A Vincente Ortiz. 

O Did Franco, Roberto Franco, deliver the 

shioment to vou? 

A Tnat's correct. 

O To whom did vou give it? 
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A To Vincente Ortiz. 

O Did there come a time when vour niece or 
mother-in-law delivered somethinq to you in Mexico? 

A After my first trip Ortiz said to me did 
I have some person who would take some monev to Mexico. 

Mv niece and mv mother-in-lav; — I communicated that 
to them. They didn't know what the money was all 

about. Their travel expenses were paid and they 
delivered to Ortiz in Mexico the $300,000. 

A No, $35,000. 

O Apart from this transaction prior to 1970 

had you ever enqaqed in anv narcotics transactions? 

A Correct, in '69 a client of mine named 

Felix Martinez asked me whether I had or whether I knew 
of a haver of druqs, of heroin — heroin or cocaine. 

I communicated to him that ves, and I introduced Martinez 
to a man named Mario Lobo. 

0 Were you paid for that? 

A No. Monev *■ as offered to me, but 1 

explained that it wasn't necessarv because Lobo was a 
qood client of mine, travel. 

Q other than those transactions about which 

vou just testified, were you involved prior to 1970 with 
any other narcotics dealinas? 
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A No. 

0 Returninq to this neetinq between you, 

Vincente Ortiz and Tony the Italian, Tony Stanzione, 
in vour office, did you have a conversation at that 
tine? 

A Yes. 

0 And would you tell the jurv what happened, 

who said what? 

A Ortiz, when he arrived at mv office wit h 
Anthonv Stanzione, explained to ne did I know what was 
happeninq to him, that is to sav, Ortiz. I explained 
to him that, yes, I knew that he had been cauqht two 
or three months before with two or three kilos of 
druqs. He said to ne that he wanted me to help 
him qet out of the country, that Tony Stanzione had 
helped him qet out of the court because that day they 
were qoinq to remand him because he was under $100,000 
bail. 

O Was there any discussion with relationship 
between Ortiz and Tony Stanzione? 

A correct. Ortiz said to me that I could 

speak out anv idea whatsoever in front of Tony Stanzione 
because thev were business — they did business be¬ 
tween them and he was like a brother to him. 
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0 Did vou ask to assist in any wav this 

escape? 

A Yes. 

0 What were vou asked to do? 

A He said to me, Ortiz said to me, that he 

had two oasports, that he wanted to qet out of the 
country. One passport was Ecuadorean and another Pana¬ 
manian. 

I decided that with the Panamanian passport 
it would be easier to qet out of the countrv. I 
said that it would take me two or three davs to 
arranoe the papers. 

Ortiz stayed in nv office and Stanzione left, 
sayinq that he would come to pick ud Ortiz at 6 o’clock 
in the afternoon. 

Q And did he do that. 

A Yes. 

0 What haopened when he returned? 

A When he returned I explained to Tony Stanzione 

that he would have to brinq Ortiz the next dav. 

0 Was there anv discussion about how vou would 

be able to reach Mr. Stanzione? 

A Yes, at that moment he left me a telephone 

number. He said to fee that he had a business 
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of used cars in the Bronx, of which he cave me the tele¬ 
phone number of that business. 

MR. BF.LLER: Your Honor, mav I have just 

one moment, please? 

THE COURT: Purely. 

(Pause.) 

o Now, I take it vou left at that point, is 

that correct? 

A That's correct. 

O Did there come a time that eveninq when you 

saw Luis ortega? 

A Yes. 

0 Where was that? 

A That same niqht, approximately between 7 

and 8 at night. 

o .And did vou have a conversation with him? 

A Yes, Ortega cane to mv office and I said 

to him that ortiz had been there, Cucicaca, and he had 

been there with the Italian. 

0 Let me interrupt for just one second. 

Did Ortega know Ortiz? 

A Yes. 

MR. ALTER: Objection. 

0 To vour knowledge. 
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MR. ALTER: Your Honor, this calls for a 

conclusion on the part of the witness. 

MR. BELLER: I will rephrase it, vour 

Honor. 

0 Did you ever have a conversation with Orteqa 

about Ortiz? 

A Yes. 

0 Did he indicate to you in that conversation 
whether he knew — whether Orteqa knew Ortiz or not? 

A I knew that thev were friends, they two. 

0 Will you proceed to tell the jurv what 
happened in this conversation with Orteoa that eveninq? 

A After I communicated to Orteqa that Cucicaca 

had come and Tony the Italian, Orteqa says to me, 

"I know who Tonv the Italian is." 

He asked me, "Is he cominq back?" 

And I said to him, "Tomorrow he is cominq 

back aqain to the office." 

And then Orteaa savs to me, "Yesterday, when 
we delivered a shipment to him, he referred — Vidal 
and I, when we delivered to Tony the shipment, we de¬ 
livered to him one kilo too many. If he returns 

qive him to know that." 

And he asked me, "Do you have his telephone 
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number?" 

And I said to him, "Yes," and I qave it to 
him. I wrote it down for him on a piece of paoer and 
he left. 

0 The following day did you see Ortiz and Tony 
Stanzione? 

A Correct. 

0 Do vou recall approximately when that was? 

A Around between 10 and 11 in the morning. 

Ortiz and Tony returned, the Italian, and I explained 
to him that Luis had been there the preceding night. 

Tony Stanzione said, "I know who Luis is." 

I explained to him that "he said to me that 
I should sav to you that he had delivered to you kilo 
too many." 

0 I am afraid that is a little bit confusing. 

Will vou repeat that, putting in the names of the oeopel 
who are "he" and "vou" and so on. 

A Yes, correct. The next day, when 
Vidal came back with Tony the Italian — 

HR. ALTER: objection, your Honor. I 

don't believe that was the testimony the first time 
around. Can we have that reread. 

Q You mean Ortiz, not Tony the Italian, is 
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that correct? 

A Yes, "Ortiz" was "Tony the Italian," 

Q Tell the jury what conversation ensued at 
that point? 

A When I arrived I explained to Tony the 
Italian that Ortega had delivered to him one kilo 
too many. 

Q And what did he say to that, if anything? 

A That there was no problem, that he had al¬ 
ready worked that out with Ortega. 

0 Now, were there any further discussions 
with respect — 

THE COURT: Just a moment. Ladies and 

gentlemen, the group here is a group that has to do 
with another case. 

0 Was there any further discussion, Mr. Perez, 
at that time with respect to the visa which vou 
were supposed to secure? 

A Yes. 

O What was that? 

A Tony the Italian said that I should help 

Ortiz in whatever way possible, that money didn't mean 
anything, that the problem was to cret Ortiz as quicklv 
as possible out of New York. 
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I explained to him that the next day every¬ 
thing would be resolved for them. 

O Did you see them again the following day? 

A Correct. 

O What happened at that time? 

A Ortiz arribed with the Italian. I 

explained to him the manner of leaving the country. 

I had obtained on the Panamanian passport for Ortiz a 
visa to Santo Domingo which would be the countrv to 
which he would travel and at that moment Tonv the 
Italian paid me $200 for the ticket of Ortiz. 

0 Was there any discussin with resnect to 

Ortiz' wife at that time? 

A Correct. 

O Would vou tell the girl what that was? 

A We agreed that Tonv the Italian would bring 

Ortiz' wife to mv officer whom I didn't know, so that 
she could get together again with Ortiz. 

o On this third dav,at this meeting, was 
there anvthino particularly unusual that occurred? 

A Yes, yes, when you communicated to Ortiz 

that everything was resolved he became verv content and 

i • 

then he embraced — there was a traternal embrace between 
Ortiz and Tony, and at that moment Tonv the Italian became 
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emotional and practically cried and he said to me, 

"Don't qive this any importance because we are like 
brothers." 

MR. BELLER: Your Honor, I can stop here 

if this is a convenient time. 

THE COURT: Yes. You mav leave. 

(The witness left the courtroom.) 

THE COURT: Ladies and gentlemen,

And Exhibit 32 is a ticket of Esther Davilla from New

0 Who purchased that ticket? 

A Anthony Stanzione. 

O Was there any conversation between you and 

Mr. Stanzione or Mr. Ortiz with respect to the issuance 
of that ticket? 

A Yes. Ortiz' wife told me that she was 
going to join her husband who was in Madrid and that 
if for any reason she had to come to New York again 
she would come to my office, and on that occasion Anthony 
Stanzione paid for that ticket. 

0 Now, I show vou Government's Exhibit 33 

for identification. Can you identify that exhibit 

please? 

A Yes, it is a ticket of Esther Davilla from 
Kennedy to Montreal and another under the name of Esther 
Padilla from Montreal to Franfurt, Germany. 

0 Who was Esther Padilla? 

A The same person as Esther Davilla. 

0 Who purchased the ticket in Exhibit 34? 
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MR. PANZER: Objection. 

MR. BELLER: I'm sorry.. Whatever the 

last exhibit was. 

A Yes, 32 and 33. Esther Davilla. 

Q Was that in your office? 

A Correct. 

0 Did you have a conversationwith her at that 

time? 

A Yes. She told me that she didn't want 

to leave New York to go to Germany, that she preferred 
to go via Montreal because she was carrying $80,000 with 
her which Tony Stanzione had paid to her for narcotics 
transactions which he owed to Ortiz, her husband.

I went to Miami, I picked up $200,000 and I 
asked Ortega for $40,000 and h« knew what it was for. 

Ortiz asked of me as good will that I should put 

up some money for my part. 

Then in November I traveled with $240,000 with 
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my wife from New York to Luxemburg, from Luxemburg to 
Italy by train. 

Q What did you do in Italy? 

A T saw Ortiz, I turned over to him the $240,000. 

He said in the first days of December he would have it 
all prepared and that he would be in contact with me. 

Q Upon your return to New York did you have 

occasion to meet with Ortega again? 

A Correct. 

0 Did you discuss this heroin transaction? 

A Yes. 

Q What did he say and what did you say? 

A I explained to Ortega that I had taken the money, 

the money whicb he turned over to me, I had taken to 
Europe. Of course I didn't explain the $200,000 to him 
because he didn't know who was my contact in Europe. 

I explained to him that in the first days of December the 

first shipment would arrive. 

q Did you see him in the first days of December? 

A Yes, correct. 

0 Did you have a conversation with him? 

A Yes. He came to my office and said to me, 

"What happened to what you were going to receive? 

I said to him, "I don't have it in my possession 
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yet, it is goina to be delayed another few days." 

He said to me, "I have problems with Anthony 
Stanzione in that he is very desperate. I said to him 

that it was going to arrive in the first days, that I would 
give him the 25 kilos that you are expecting." 

Ortega said to me that he had promised 25 kilos 
to Anthony Stanzione and he was desperate. 

0 Was that your shipment that he promised to 

Stanzione? 

A Yes, correct. 

Q In the second week of December did you receive 

a cable from Ortiz? 

A Correct. Approximately the 10th day of 

December of 1970. 

Q What did it say? 

A He explained that I should travel with General 

Mendez to Italy, that everything was prepared. 

Q Did you do that? 

A Yes. The 13th of December I traveled with 

General Mendez from New York to Rome. 

0 What happened in Rome? 

A After about four or five days of being in Rome 

I had already been in contact with Ortiz. I was put up 
in a hotel and he brought me eight kilos of heroin. 
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0 Who put you up in a hotel and brought you eight 
kilos? 

A Vincente Ortiz. 

0 Then what happened? 

A He told me that the rest of the drug would be 
delivered in Genoa and that I should transfer with General 
Mendez to Genoa and later he would see me. 

Q Genoa is in Italy, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you go to Genoa? 

A Yes. 

0 What happened there? 

A I traveled from Rome to Genoa with General 

Mendez and carried in the suitcase the eight kilos. 

We waited for about a week, waiting for Ortiz. 
Ortiz arrived in Genoa and he said to us that he couldn't 
do anything further, that he shipment wasn't going to 
arrive until after Christmas. 

Q What did you do when you learned that? 

A I decided to return to New York since it was 

Christmas and the 25th of December I returned to New York. 

Q Shortly after you returned did you meet with 

Ortega? 

A Correct. 
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0 Did you talk to him about this narcotics deal? 

A Yes. 

0 What did he say and what did you say? 

A Approximately the 29th or 30th of December he 

came to my office and I explained to him everything that 
happened. 

He explained to me that there was no problem 
since the Frenchman had just arrived and that he was 
expecting a shipment, big shipment from one day to the 
next and that he communicated that to Tony Stanzione, that 
he was tranquil. 

0 Which Frenchmen were these? 

A Schoch — I don't know the spellinq. 

MR. BELLER: At this time the Government offers 

Exhibit 35 in evidence. 

MR. ALTER: Same objection. 

THE COURT: Received. 

(Government's Fxhibit 35 for identification 

was received in evidence.) 

(Rxhibit read.) 

MR. BELLER: May we approach the bench a 

moment? 

(At the side bar.) 

MR. PANZER: Before the jury was seated the 
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marshal came in and directed Perez to sit down. 1 just 


think that — 


THE COURT: Before the jury? 

MR. PANZER: As the jury was sittinq, before 

you came in the marshal directed the witness to sit down. 
I think they observed this. I understand there is a 

need for security but it does not need to prejudice the 


defendants. 

MR. BELLER: I directed the marshals not to 
have Perez here when the jury was here in court. I shall 
speak to him again and the reason for that was because 
Mr. Panzer doesn't want and I clearly wouldn't want him 
to sit in front of the jury so I will take care of that. 

I spoke to the marshals about this problem and 

they understand. 

THE COURT: This morning there was considerable 
confusion but have him brought in before the jury comes in 
and when there is a recess before the jury comes in have 
Peres here so they don't see him being escorted in and out. 

KR. BFLLFR: The Oovernment asked to have him 
brought in when the Court is ready to take testimony. 

THE COURT: The Court is ready as soon as the 

jury comes in. 

MR. BELLER: The practice here is to bring the 
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jury in and — the practice in this courtroom is to 
bring the jury in and then we have everythina ready the 
clerk gets you. Sometimes we have a conference in the 

robing room. 

THE COURT: That is to avoid brinoing in the 
jury until we are through with the conference. 

MR. PANZER: It is very, very simp 1 ? He can 
be seated and the marshal can be seated before the jury 
is here so that they don't see ar.y unusual activity. 

THE COURT: That makes sense to me. 

MR. BELLFR: The reason I ask for the conference 
is that I missed the end of his last response and I didn't 
want it read back for the jury because he may have — I 
know the question was already answered and I would ask to 
have the answer read. 

(Answer read.) 

(In open court.) 

q You testified that Orteqa told you he was 

expecting a shipment from the Frenchmen. in January of 

1971 did you have occasion to discuss w.th Ortega anythinq 
further about that shipment? 


What did he say? 


In the first days of January he explained to me 
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that he had already received the shipm ent and that at 
that moment he brought me approximately about from $250,000 

to $300,000 to change. 

He told me that the whole shipment he had 

delivered is to Anthony Stanzione, that it had been deliver¬ 
ed to Anthony Stanzione by Ortega, Vidal and Fl Gallego. 

At that moment Vidal was present. 

q What did you do with the $250,000? 

A 1 changed it into $100 bills which I turned over 

to him after about four days, approximately. 
q To whom? 

A Ortega. 

0 Did you have occarion to issue tickets for 

overseas travel for the Schoch group? 

A Correct. 

0 I show you Government's Exhibit 34 for identi¬ 

fication . 

Can you identify that exhibit? 

A Yes. 

q What is it? 

A There are four tickets from New York to Rome 

in the name of Schoch, Claude, Denice, Vandell *nd Capasso 

and all are in first class, January 12 of 1971. 

o Prior to your arrest did you have occasion to 
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learn whom Maurice Vandelli was? 

A Yes. 

0 Who ? 

A The principal of the group of Frenchmen, the 

head of the group. 

Q Did you learn what Vandelli's name was, his 

true name? 

A Mo, I only knew him as Maurice. 

MR. BEELER: At this time the Government offers 

Exhibit 34. 

MR. PANZER: May I have a brief voir dire on 

this? 

THE COURT: Yes.

MR. BELLER: These tickets are four in 

number. The first is in the name of Miss D. Schoch, 
flight January 12th from New York to Rome, and embarka¬ 
tion tax. Rone, Italy. 

The second one is a flight ticket in the 
name of Mr. C. Schoch, New York to Rome, January 12th. 

The third is M. Vandelli, January 12th, 

New York to Rome. 

And the fourth is R. Capasso, January 11th, 
New York-Rome. 

The prices on these tickets are $756.20 
for the first, $758.20 for the second, $940.40 for 

the third, $366.60 for the fourth. 

0 Mr. Perez, what was happening in the meantime 

in your 25 kilo shipment from Ortiz, Alvarez and Men¬ 
dez? 
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Well, on the 14th of January, 1971 I 


went to Puerto Rico. There I made contact with 
Alvarez. Alvarez wa3 in Puerto Rico awaiting the ship¬ 
ment. And when I called Mendez in Santo Domingo from 
Puerto Rico he told me that the shipment had arrived in 
Santo Domingo and that in a matter of four or five days 
it would be in Puerto Rico and from there to New York. 
q Did you return co New York? 

A Yes. 

0 Did you see Ortega? 

A Yes. 

0 Did you have a conversation with him? 

A Yes. I explained to him that the ship- 

ent was already in Santo Domingo and that it was a 

nuestion of a few days only. 

I still had approximately $40,000 of the 

money which I changed for him which I had not turned 
over to him. And he said to me that I should remain 

with that just in case I should need it for expenses. 

0 Directing your attention to January 18, 

1971, did you have occasion to speak with Alvarez on 


that date? 


Yes. The 18th of January of '71 Alvarez 


called me from Puerto Rico and said that he had arrested 
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General Mendez with the 25 kilos of heroin. 

0 Did you see Alvarez at that tine, approxi¬ 
mately that time? 

A No, I sent money to him to Puerto Rico, and 

about four or five days later he returned to Hew York. 

0 Mr. Perez, have you ever met Manuel Uziel? 

A Yes. 

0 Do you see him in court? 



A Yes. 

o Would you point him out, please? 

A Yes. He is sitting here with the — this 

gentleman. 

MR. BELLER: May the record reflect Mr. 

Perez has identified the defendant? 

0 When did you first meet Mr. Uziel? 

A In September of 1970. 

0 And whero was that? 

A At my office. 

q Do you recall who was present, if any? 

A Ortega, the Battle brothers and another per 

son — I think he was called Hector Calle, 

0 C-a-l-l-e? 

A C—a—1—l“e.. 

Q What happened at that meeting? 
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A Ortega, after introducing me to Battle 
brothers and Uziel, said to me that the Battle brothers 
were fugitives — the three of thems the two 
Battle brothers and Hector Calle. He wanted to know 
whether I could obtain for them passports in order to 
get out of the country. 

0 And what did you say? 

A I said to him yes, that I could obtain for 

t H em Dominican passports. 

At that moment Uziel said, "If you can ootain 

passports for them, I will commit myself and it will 
be my mission to get them out of the country." 

Q Did you learn what the ultimate destination 

for the Battle brothers was? 

I1R. PANZER: Your Honor, I will object 

unless he relates the conversation, not what he learned. 

I want to know what he said. 

THE COURT: Yes, who told him. 

0 Did there come a time that you had a 
discussion with Ortega as to the ultimate destination 

of the Battle brothers? 

MR. PAllZER: May we have the time and 

place of that discussion? 

MR. BELLER: If he says yes, I will ask 
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for Ortega and Uziel and the Battles? 

A Yes, I obtained five Dominican passports with 
all of the documentation complete: driver's license, 

birth certificates, et cetera, et cetera. 

Q Would you explain to the jury how you ob¬ 
tained those pas9oorts? 

A Through General Mendez in Santo Domingo. 

I traveled to Santo Domingo and $500 was paid to General 
Mendex for each set of documents. 

0 When you obtained the passports, what did you 
do, if anything? 

A General Mendez, about two months later, like 
in the first part of December, brought the passports to 
New York. I called Ortega ar.d he came back again 

with Uziel, the Battle brothers and Hector. 

Q And what did you do with the passport? 

A I turned them over to them. Then Uziel 
said that he had everything prepared, that he knew where 
he was going to take them. 

Q Did you see Ortega give anything to the 
Battles? 

A Yes, he gave $5000 to both — to one of the 
Battle brothers and Hector Calle $5000. 

Q Did you have occasion to issue flight tickets 
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A Yes. 

O I show vou Government's Exhibit 36 for iden¬ 
tification. Can you identify that exhibit? 

A Yes, they are three tickets for the 13th of 
December from Mew York to St. Croix on Pan American in 
the name of Manuel Uriel, M. Castillo and Bogard. 

q To whom were those tickets -- who paid for 

those tickets? 

A One of the Battle brothers. 

0 And who were the other two people apart from 

Uziel, if vou recall? 

A One of the Battle brothers and the other one 

I think it was Hector Calle. I'm not completely sure, 
but I know that was the fictitious name that they used 
on the passport. 

O Did you have discussion with Ortega, Uziel 

or the Battles with respect to why they used fictitious 
names? 

A Well, they said they were fugitives from 

here, that the purpose was to make connections in Europe 
and possibly also in South America, that they were going 
to send heroin and cocaine and that Uziel was going to 
receive it here, which he would give everything that 
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arrived to Ortega. He asked me whether I wanted to 
participate in the operation and I said to him at that 


moment, no. 

Q Mr. Perez, in the course of your business 
did you have occasion to learn which countries had 
Customs checks and which locations did not? 

A Yes. 

Q When a person travels from the United States, 

from the continental United States, to Puerto Rico is 
there a Customs check?

0 And from Puerto Rico to the United States? 

A No. 

MR. BELLER: Your Honor, at this time the 

government offers Exhibit 36. 

THE COURT: Would this be a good time for 

a short break?

He said he had connections to 
buy cocaine in paste in Bolivia and Chile, British 
Colombia, where he already had a laboratory to convert 
it into liquid, enter it into the United States as liquor 
and process it here, put up a laboratory and process 
it into powder. 

Q Did he indicate what the purpose of converting 
once from paste to liquid and then back to powder in 
the United States was? 

A In order to enter it more easily into the 

United States. 

Q In what way would it be entered more easily, 

did he say? 

A In liquid form as liquor. 

Q What I am asking is, what is the advantage 
of its coming into the United States in liquid form? 

A It could be entered as contraband very 

easily. It would pass as liquor, any liquor in 
bottles. 
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Q What happened next, Mr. Perez? 

A Ortega asked him what he needed, what did 
he have to do here. Gonzale2 said that it would be 
easy to get alcohol of a very high grade, either an 
acetone, and that very day we went first to Connecticut 
to obtain alcohol of a very high grade which we ob¬ 
tained. And then afterwards we went to different 

pharmacies, which Ortega knew in order to try to obtain 
either an acetone, but only very small quantities were 
able to be obtained of acetone and ether. 

Q Who is "we"? 

A Ortega, Gonzalez and I. 

0 Now, did you have occasion to see the de¬ 
fendant Manuel Uziel the following day. 

A The next day, the following day, that night, 
Gonzalez, the Colombian, stayed and slept in the 
house in North Bergen and about 5 or 6 o'clock in the 
afternoon Uziel came and we sat down at the table, 
at the kitchen table, Uziel, Ortega, Gonzalez and I.

Frenchmen in the house in Belmar. Will vou tell the 
jury what happened on that occasion? 

A Approximately, about between 2 and 1 in the 

afternoon -- 12 and 1 — two persons arrived, a man and 
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a woman. I was seated outside the house, on the 
porch. They asked for Luis and I let them in. 

And Luis said to me, "They are the Frenchmen who have 
just arrived."

A Claude is a man and Denise is a woman.

A Luis — Ortega communicated to me that this

We were at the house approximately an hour 
and a half or two hours, less — no, about less than an 
hour. Then Ortega decided that we should return to 
the house in New Jersey, to Teaneck, with the French¬ 
men. 

Q Did you do that? 

A Yes. 

Q How did you get from Belmar to Teaneck? 

A Ortega drove the car of the Frenchmen along , 

with his wife, along with his common law wife, and I drove 
another car which Ortega had, which was registered in 
my name, a stationwagon, 1970, and Ortega left his 
car, a 1971 Caprice, parked in the garage. 

Q What make is the Caprice? 
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A A chevy — a Chevrolet, 1971. 

Q What happened in Teaneck? 

A We arrived. We sat down with the Frenchmen 

and Claude doesn't speak Spanish or English, he speaks 
only French. 

Denise — I found out there that they were 
brother and sister — is fluent in Enqlish and in 
Spanish, and it was she who explained to Luis, and I 
was present, that the shipment, the truck with the racinq 
car, would arrive that week on the Queen Elizabeth II. 

Luis asked her what quantity was qoinq to 
arrive and 3 he explained to him 100 kilos. 

Q What day of the week was that? 

A Saturday night, about — Saturday evening, 

about 4, 5, 6 o'clock. 

Q What, if anything, happened on Sunday? 

A Sunday morning Luis — Denise had explained 

to Ortega and to me, my being present, that she had 
rented a house on Rockville Centre in Long Island, 
that we should go to the house to check a car, a Fiat, 
which she had brought, to see whether it had been inspected 
by U. S. Customs. 

Q Did you do that? 

A Yes. 
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Q What happened with respect to the car? 

A We arrived at the house. The car, the 
Fiat, was parked in back. Orteqa, Claude and I went 
to look at the car and we crouched under the car because 
Claude had to place on the screws some hairs. 

Q What screws? 

A Some screws under the double platform which 

the car had. 

Q Will you explain to the jury what you mean 
by a double platform? 

A The car came prepared with a double bottom 
which came empty in order to take the money back from 
here to Europe upon their return. 

Q When you say double bottom, is that like 
a false bottom? 

A Yes, correct. 

Q Is there a space in between, is that the 

idea? 

A Yes, correct. 

0 What was the purpose of placing the hair on 

the screws? 

A Claude was worried, and this is the way they 
did it, to see whether it had been inspected by Customs 
upon entering this country. And the car had been 
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brought by Denise on a ship. 

Q Did he inspect the hair? 

A Yes. 

0 And what did he find? 

A That it had not been touched by U. S. Cus¬ 
toms, that everything was safe. 

Q Is it fair to say had it been inspected — 

MR. ALTER: Objection to the form of the 

question. 

THE COURT: Rephrase the question. 

Q What would the significance have been had 

the hair been disturbed, what would that have shown? 

A If it had heen inspected by U. S. Customs 

the hairs — he had put hairs on four or five screws — 
would have been removed upon their being unscrewed. 

0 After — 

THE COURT: Was anything underneath the 

bottom? 

A NO. 

Q What was this car to be used for, if you 

know? 

A In order to transport the monev from here 

to France. 

0 And which money would that have been? 
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A The money from the 100 kilos of heroin 
which were expected, which would be approximately more 
than a million dollars. 

0 Now, after inspecting the car at Rockville 
Center what did you do? 

A From Fockville Centre we went to East Hamp¬ 
ton, to the house in East Hampton, the five persons. 

Q Which house in East Hamnton is that? 

A The house which I showed you in the photograph. 

Q And who went to the house in East Hampton? 

A The Schoch brother and sister, Ortega and I. 

0 And how long did you stay there? 

A From Sunday afternoon until Tuesday, in the 
morning. 

0 Tuesday was on the 20th of July, is that 
correct? 

A I think so, yes. 

0 What happened next, do you recall? 

A Upon returning Tuesday morning to the house 

in Teaneck — at noon, Denise explained that she had to 
leave because she had to see a person at Jack Dempsey's 
restaurant, but before that, I don't remember whether 
it was Tuesday or Wednesday, we went first to inspect 
the garage — Denise, Claude, Ortega and I — to the 
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garage in Newark. Claude found the garage perfect. 

He said that the truck would enter without any diffi- 

’ 

culty. 

Q Now, what happened next? 

A From the garage in Newark Luis Ortega said, 

"Let's go to North Beroen, to 82nd Street, in New Jersey," 
where they stayed, Claude and Denise, while Ortega and 
I went back in Fort Lee, New Jersey. 

0 And what happened there? 

A Luis told me that he was going to take money 
out of the bank. I stayed in the car and he went with 
a suitcase, quite a big briefcase, and he returned and 
he said to me, "I have the money here, it's half a million 
dollars. Let's go to the house to count it together 
with the Frenchmen." 

Q Did you do that? 

A Yes. We returned to North Bergen, to 82nd 
Street, and the kitchen table, the Schoches, brother and 
sister, Ortega and I. Ortega opened the briefcase. 

There was half a million dollars in $100 bills and in 

other denominations, which I don't remember at this 

$ 

moment. 

0 What happened after you opened the brief¬ 
case? 
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A We began to count the money in $100 bills, 
the four of us. After about 10 minutes of counting 
the money Ortega sent me ojt to buy making tape and a 
a black enamel spray. While I went to look for it 
the Frenchmen and Ortega stayed counting the money, while 
I went to look for the masking tape and the paint. 

When 1 returned they had practically 
finished and we began to wrap it up in packages of 30 
or 40 thousand dollars, I don*t remember, in the 
sort of paper that is used to dry one's hands, paper 
towels. 

We put masking tape on all of the money and 
we put it back into the briefcase and we returned to 
Teaneck, the four of us. 

At that point Claude and Denise left, saying 
that they would return on Friday because the truck 
was coming on the Queen Elizabeth II and they wanted to 
go to the pier to see the ship arrive and see whether 
the truck would have any difficulty. 

They agreed to return on Friday. 

« 

Q Mr. Perez, would you explain to the jury 
what the purpose of wrapping the money in the paper 
towel 1 and spraying it wit-h the enamel paint was? 

A No, it wasn't painted with the enamel; it 
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was left all prepared with the masking tape. 

0 What was the purpose of wrapping the money 
in towels, paper towels? 

A The purpose was once the operation was all 

finished, to put that money in the double bottom of the 
Fiat, of the car which had been left at Rockville 
Centre. 

0 And what was the purpose of purchasing the 

enamel paint? 

A In order to paint it just in case they 

inspected the car upon its arrival in France, so that 
it should not be noticed, it would all ne black. 

0 Just so this is clear, what would be 
painted? 

A The packages of $40,000 wrapped in masking 

tape and painted, sprayed black. 

0 On Wednesday evening did vou have occasion 

to go with Ortega to Belmar? 

A Yes. 

Q And — 

MR. ALTER: May we have a date. 

MR. BELLER: Wednesday, the 21st. Is 

that all right. 

MR. PANZER: I would like to hear him say. 
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MR. BELLER: I believe, your Honor, 

I asked the witness if on Wednesday he went to Belmar.

0 Do you recall the address at Riverside Drive? 

A 867 or 587* I don't remember exactly. 

Q Riverside Drive? 

A Yes. 

0 Oo ahead. What else was in the letter? 

A Orteqa — in the letter Orteqa suqqested that 

we qive them two more addresses, one of his mother- 
in-law and one of my office. 
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Q Which office address did you qive? 

A That of 992 Amsterdam Avenue, and that of 
his mother on Kennedy Boulevard in Union City, New 
Jersey. 

Q And whose mother is that? 

A The mother-in-law — the mother of Caridad 

Curi. 

Q That was at Kennedy Boulevard in Union City, 

New Jersey, is that correct? 

A Yes, yes. 

Q Did you mail the letter? 

A Yes, we went directly to the central post 

office on 32nd, 33rd and Eighth A »nue and it was sent 
special delivery and registered. 

Q What happened next? 

A Approximately — we returned to the house

Q Mr. Perez, were you able to make the call 
from the house in Teaneck?

Belmar? 

A No. 

0 What about in the house in North Bergen? 

A No, none of the houses in which Ortega lived 
had a telephone. 

0 Did you ever have a discussion or conversation 
with Ortega about that fact? 

A He was afraid of talking from the house and 

he never used phones, only public phones on the outside* 
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Q Now, was there a phone call made from 
this garage on Route 4? Tell me, where is Route 4? 

I mean, where along Route 4 did you make this phone call? 

A Past Teaneck, going south or going west. 

I don't remember what that town is called. It could 

be Hackensack. It could be Hackensack or the next 
town. 

O But it was in New Jersey, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

0 And what happened when the call was made? 

A After Uziel placed the call and they communi¬ 

cated him with the room, he gave the telephone to Ortega. 
Ortega began to speak Spanish, but it seems that the 
other person on the other line didn't understand him 
because he only 3poke French. 

Q What happened next? 

A Ortega said to me, "Let's wait for five 

minutes and you place the call."

This is a wage and tax 
statement. 

THE COURT: What's the relevancy? 

MR. BELLER: The relevance is that this 

witness will testify as to the arrest of Mr. Vidal, from 
whom certain papers were seized in Florida, and on that, 
one of the papers, it said "Rusam Auto Sellers" and a 
phone number. 

THE COURT: Are they prepared to stiDulate 

that Tony worked at that place? 

MR. ALTER: No, sir, nor sun I prepared to 

stipulate that this was prepared by the taxpayer, nor 
is it accurate, nor is it true, nor is it a statement 
against interest, nor is it relevant, nor is it not 
hearsay. 
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MR. PANZER: Nor have they established it 

was made in furtherance of the conspiracy. 

MR. ALTER: This is the most circuitous 

route I can imaqine of trying to establish a tenuous 
tie at best. This is inference on inference, your 
Honor. 

MR. BELLER: You want me to call somebody 

from Rusam and say Tony Stanzione was the treasurer of 
Rusam? There is a way of getting around that. 

THE COURT: It isn't made in the course 

of the conspiracy; it is made in the course of business. 

MR. BELLER: We are not offering the 

statement by Stanzione that he worked at Rusam as a 
statement in furtherance of the conspiracy. We are 

offerinq the tax returns and his own statements. These 
are business records. 

THE COURT: I take it you got this from 

the government. 

MR. BELLER: Pardon me. 

THE COURT: This comes from the Internal 

Revenue Service. 

MR. BELLER: That's right, it comes out 

of the Stanzione file. 

MR. ALTER: Mr. Stanzione's finances are 
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The entire document is coming in.

I haven't had a chance to research it this morning but 
I have the cites — that this constitutes testimonial 
evidence taken from the person of the defendant and 
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as testimonial evidence cannot be used against him to 
establish a crime. 

THE COURT: Well, I assume you made these 

arguments before Judge Oriesa? 

MR. ALTER: No, sir, we argued primarily 

the warrantless search and I an obliged to concede that 
agents of DEA have statutory authority to make a

A With the United States Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, Department of Justice. I am 
a supervisory immigration inspector. 

0 How long have you been with the Immigration 
Service? 

A Twenty-one years. 

Q Where are you stationed now? 

A San Juan, Puerto Rico. 

Q In 1973 where were you stationed? 

A Miami, Florida. 

Q Would you tell the jury what your duties 

were in September of 1973? 

A At that time I was assigned to Miami Inter¬ 
national Airport. My occupation was immigration 
inspector and the principal duty was the inspection of 
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nassengers arriving from foreign places. 

0 On September 3, 1973 were vou on dutv? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And v/ere you also an inspector at that time? 

A That was my job occupation, yes, sir. 

0 Were you formerly a primary or a secondary 

inspector? 

A On that particular day I was assigned to 

secondary inspection. 

O Can you tell the jury what vour duties were 
as secondary inspection? 

A It consists of in-depth interviews of appli¬ 

cants who had failed to satisfy, for whatever reason, 
the first officer, the primarv officer, who is conducting 
their application to enter the United States. When 
a nuestion arises they refer to the secondary, where 
more time is available for the interview. 

O Do vou recall who was the primary inspector 
on that date? 

A There were a number of primarv inspectors. 
Mr.Finklea was among those officers. 

0 Did you have occasion to process as the 
secondarv the individual giving his name as Joachin Antonio 
Diaz Figueroa? 
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A Yes, sir. 

Q And what happened? 

A The subject had been referred by Mr. Finklea 
to secondarv on the basis that there was a question 
as to the applicant's citizenship. The applicant has 
presented a Puerto Rican birth certificate and claimed 
to be a United States citizen by virtue of his birth 
in Puerto Rico. Mr.Finklea was not satisfied with 
this and referred the applicant to me to conduct the 
secondarv interview. 

Q Did you do that? 

A Yes, sir. 

O Did you ask the individual some Questions? 

A Yes, sir. 

O Tell the jury what was said at that inter¬ 
view? 


A Well, I had the birth certificate. I ques¬ 
tioned some of the factual data to see if he was familiar 
with the information on the document. Earlv in the 
interview I inquired as to how much time he had spent 
in Puerto Rico and he responded that he had been born 
there, lived there until he was approximately 14, came 
to New York City until he was about 19, returned to 
Puerto Rico and had lived in and out of Puerto Rico since

THE WITIIESS: 1972. I am almost posi¬ 

tive. 

0 Would you tell the jury the circumstances 

under which vou met him? 

A I beg vour pardon? 

0 Tell the jurv the circumstances under which 

you met him. 

A Concerning what? 
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THK COURT: When you met this man. 

A Oh, well, fir9t of all, prior to this man 
visiting the first time, the place was sort of, I 
could sav, investigated or checked out by another per¬ 
son.

later."

while he is — vou think to yourselves while Mr. Alter 
is summinq up, vou ask how it is that his wife, Antoine 
Borreqo's wife, Justa Hernandez, had in her safe-deposit 
box $14,000 in $1000 in a wrapper from a New Yc k 


store. New York, 


This is a family that lives in 


Florida and thev put in evidence — vou saw the evidence 
in this case, a safe deposit box and a stimulation 
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about divorce, a divorce in 1973. The reasons for the 
divorce — there is no evidence about that. 

This box was drilled according to Mr. 

Mollinedo, who did it in 1972. And the $500,000, 
of course, moneys which Mr. Vidal took fron the box, 
took fron Luis orteaa and brought down to Florida. 

I apologize if I talked too long and 
perhaps it is not necessary were the facts not as clear 
as they are in this case. 

You swore on vour oath to decide this 
case based on the facts and the government is sure you 
will do that. Millions of citizens in this community 
look to the courts for equal justice and they are entitled 
to vour decision based on your oath, based on the facts. 
Anything less than that, anything other than that, would 
be an injustice. other considerations, other things 
that vou know, Svmpathy for a defendant, those are 
not considerations. All of that is built into this 
process in different wavs. 

If there is punishment to be meted out that 
is for his Honor, Judge Knanp, to decide. Your sole 
dutv at this point is to determine the facts and to 
make the judgment whether or not the government has met 
its burden of proving the charges in this indictment bevond 
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a reasonable doubt. 

The government sulxnits that it has 
established that Antonio Borreqo Vidal and Manuel Uziel 
were knowincr nenber3 of this international, virtually 
global, conspiracy to violate the narcotics laws of the 
United States and thev did it in the period charged 
in the indictment, from 1960 for sure through the 
filing of the indictment. And thev did it knowingly 

and they did it wilfullv. They assisted Luis Ortega 

in his campaign to pollute the life of this community, 
pollute the streets v/ith thousands and thousands of 
kilos of heroin. 

Thev did it for a simple reason: to 

further their greed, their lust for power and for wealth, 
the wealth that has been established in this case, the 
monev that is floating around, half a million dollars, 
hundreds of thousands of dollars and so on. 

In addition, ask Hr. Alter to explain, 
while he is summing up, the nonev — vou remember the 
stipulation at the verv end — $110,000 stipulated to, 
agreed to, that Mr. Vidal gave to a man in Florida for 
real estate transactions. 

Now, the defendants are entitled to a fair 
trial and so is the public. Just as innocent men should 
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THE COURT: I would like to see counsel and any 
defendant who wants to in the robing room. 

(In the robing room.) 

THE COURT: Gentlemen, what is the relationship 
between the French Schoch gang and the cocaine? 

MR. BELLER: None.

defendant to have been involved in that part of Ortega's 
activities as concerned the Schoches, in other words, charges 
you may not convict either of these defendants unless yc•? 
find beyond a reasonable doubt that he or they knowingly

importation of heroin in the manner described by him and 
the subsequent distribution in the manner described by

I will not stop them from considering all the 
other evidence but in order to convict they must find the 
defendant to have been involved in that phase of the 
activities. 

Why would that not solve the problem? 

MR. BELLER; I don't think there is a problem 
to be solved in my view for the following reasons: 

The testimony is with respect to cocaine that 
Ortega was in the business of bringing heroin and cocaine 
to the Uniced States and that is the conspiracy that is 
charged in the indictment. That charge obviously relates 
more to Mr. Uziel than to Mr. Vidal and in essence you are 
charging out of the case the whole transaction with Gonzalez 
and — 

THE COURT: No, it doesn't charoe it out of the 
case because that obviously is relevant both on the questions 

of Perez’ credibility and Uziel's credibility. 

MR. BELLER: But more than relevant with respect 
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to credibility, that is part of the conspiracy, to bring 
cocaine and the testimony was that when Gonzalez was in the 
house in New Jersey Uziel came and Ortega showed him 
Gonzalez* cocaine and samples of cocaine and said is it 
going to be as pure as this, rock cocaine and Gonzalez said 
oh, yes and Uziel was present for this and that is part of 
the conspiracy in which Ortega was involved and Uziel was 


involved. 


THE COURT: I understand but why wouldn't that 

be a separate conspiracy than the one in which the French 

were involved? 

MR. BELLER: We think it is part of the same 

conspiracy. 

THE COURT: I think it could be argued the other 


way too. 

MR. BELLER: I suppose it could, your Honor, 
but in your charge you are eliminating, you are sayinc if 
they weren't involved in this Schoch part then they are not 
involved in the conspiracy and that in effect says this 
other thing is a separate conspiracy. It doesn't leave 


it to the jury. 

THF COURT: I am not letting the jury run the 
risk of convicting him on a separate conspiracy. As a 
practical matter they are not going to, if they believe he 
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was involved in that, they are not going to believe he wasn't 
involved in the other. The human mind just couldn't come 

to that conclusion. 

MR. PANZER: I think the Judge is right, your 
main case is on the other. 

THE COURT: That Uziel having lied about his 
non-involvement in cocaine all of a sudden he got religion 
and was telling the truth about his non-involvement in the 
heroin. 

MR. BELLER: I don't think that is the law of 

the single-multiple conspiracy as outlined in Tramunti. 

THE COURT: I am not saying it is. I am trying 
to submit a case to the jury which they can understand, A, 
and B, I can be sure is not reversible. 

MR. BELLER: I think it also has to be clear 
that the Jaguar is part of the heroin conspiracy and is 
related to Schoch. 

THE COURT: If that isn't clear I don't think 
anything would be. 

MR. BELLER: But Schoch did not testify as to 

the Jaguar. 

'f’HF COURT: He mentioned five — didn't he 

testify to that? 

MR. BFLLER: That was not mentioned, the Jaguar. 
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THF COURT: It did involve the witnesses and 

the French associates. 

MR. BELLER: He testified that Orsini was 

involved with them in the first shipment and Orsini was 
involved in another shipment that doesn’t relate to Schcch, 
in November 1970, Latour and the Huguen shipment and tnen 
Orsini was involved in the last shipment. 

THE COURT: And including Orsini. 

I will say that the shipment in the cars beginning 

with — which was the first one? 

MR. BELLER: In the fall of 1969, the Accadian. 

THE COURT: With the Accadian and winding up with 

the Jaguar. That will clear that up. 

I am not suggesting that if there were any 
practical value to the Government explaining about one 
conspiracy and two conspiracies, but nothinq has been 
mentioned about that to anybody and all that will do is
